A public school teacher, or other 
city, town, county and state employee, 
is not taxed on her salary or wages, 
bot must file a return Lf her taxable 
income from other sources was suffi­ 
cien t'in amount to come within the 
law’s definitions.

An unmarried woman, a widow, or 
a married woman who Is Ijving apart 
froA her husband, mast file an Income
